Washington, Oct. 22.—As a result 


of the report of Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General Brlstow, Postmaster 
General Payne has removed from of- 
fice Michael \V. Louis, superintendent 
of supplies: l.ouls Kempuer, chief of 
the registry division of the third as- 
sistant post master general's office, and 
C. B. Terry, a $1100 clerk In the de- 
partment. He also directed the post- 
mauler at New York to remove Otto 
Wels, a clerk. 


The postmaster general made an of- 


ficial announcement of his action, as 
follows: 


Alleges Extravagance. 


"Michael' W. Louis has been re- 


moved because the recent Investlga 
tlon shows that he Influenced the 
awarding of contracts for supplies to 
favored bidders; that he has been ex- 
travagant and wasteful In tho admin 
Istratlon of his office; and that he has 
paid excessive prices for supplies to 
favored contractors. 


"Louis Kempner has been removed 


for incompetent and negligent adminis- 
tration; for wasteful and reckless ex- 
travagance In sending expensive man- 
ifold registration books to a large 
number of small fourth-class postof- 
flccs, and for violating the revenue 
laws by a system of petty smuggling. 


"Grafting" Is Charged. 


"C. B. Terry, a clerk In the division 


of supplies, has been removed fur 
making false affidavits; attempting to 
obtain money from clerks under tho 
guise that he could Influence their 
promotion, ami general ' efficiency. 


The Postmaster General -also stated 


that the postmaster at New York had 
been directed to remove Otto Wels for 
collecting money from clerks to In 
fluence legislation and to procure pro- 
motion. 


Wels Is said to have enjoyed con 


fidentlal relations with George 
W. 


Beavers, late superintendent of tho sal 
nry and allowance division, and he Is 
charged 
with having acted 
as 
a 


medium through which other clerks 
In the New York postolllce were com 
munlcatcd with.

STARTLES PHYSICIANS 


Speaker at Banquet Advocates Relief 


for Sufferers Who Are Beyond 


Aid of Doctors. 


New York, Oct. 22.—Rev. Marie St. 


C. Wright of the Lenox Avenue Uni- 
tarian church Htartlt.nl the guests at 
tho annual banquet of the New York 
State Medical association by advocat- 
ing euthanasia or the putting of In- 
curables to an easy death. 


"I appreciate tho practical 
dlfll- 


cultles In tho way of the application 
of the doctrine," paid Mr. Wright, "but 
it poems to me that It Is not beyond 
tho bounds of possibility. Of course, 
It would be necessary to have the ad- 
vice and approval of men of the high- 
est scientific attainment: Tho city 
might ho divided Into districts and 
every application should be considered 
most carefully, not merely by physi- 
cians, but by some eminent clergy- 
men selected for the purpose. And, 
of course, there should be the consent 
of relatives and the consent even and 
request of tho patient himself. 


"But whcro nil these conditions are

TO EXTINGUISH A FIRE 


Woman Member of -ingle-Tax Colony 


Dies In Effort to Save Property 


From Destruction. 


New Orleans, La.. Oct. 22.—Mrs. T. 


C,. Burton, wife of a prominent land 
owner and a member of the single tax 
colony established at Fnlrhope. Ala., 
sacrificed her own life to save tho 
homes, the property and lives of the 
little colony. 
It seems that a fierce, 


forest fire was raging through that 
country, .sweeping everything before It. 
The single tax colony, however, felt 
secure and practically all of the In- 
habitants <if Falrhope went away on 
an outing. 


Mrs. Burton was among those who 


remained at home. 
Her husband was 


away and she alone was at the Burton 
residence. 'Without warning the fins 
had broken out again and crept up to 
the limits of the village. 
It was burn- 


ing a fence surrounding the Burton 
place when Mrs. Burton attached the 
flames. 
She battled with them stub- 


bornly but her skirt became Ignited 
and there being no. one near she was 
burned to death before the other col- 
onists could reach her. 
However, her 


screams brought help to the scene and 
tho rescuers extinguished the flames 
and saved the colony.

A Good Drop 


The rope was tied over a rafter In 


the roof and the young man swung 
Into the open space, using: it as a 
drop. Death must have been almost 
Instantaneous.

Said To Have Used 


Funds for Specu. 


lative Purposes. 


(Special By Scrlpps-MclUe) 


Juliet, III., Oct. 22.—Speculation in 


stocks and dealing In margins, by 
which thousands of dollars of the de- 
positors' money was squandered by 
the president and cashier, resulted In 
the closing of the State Bank of Lock- 
port by an order ot the court, at tho 
Instigation ot St-itc Bank Kxamlner 
death of Champaign. 
With a capl- 


':al stock of $25.000 and deposits of 
more than $75,0(10 the total assets aro 
only $55,0011. 
The aggregate liabili- 


ties aro $111.000. Asa F. .Mather of 
Jollet was appointed receiver. 


Dr. Charles H. Bacon, reputed to be 


Lockport's wealthiest citizen and a 
pioneer of Will county, was president 
of tho defunct bank, and Andrew H. 
Butler, for years confidential clerk of 
Bacon, was the cashier. The closing 
.of the bank caused a panic In Lock- 
port, which shortly afterward took on 
the proportions of a small-nixed riot 
when the depositors learned that the 
bank had been wrecked through stock 
gambling. Most of the depositors aro 
jK>or. persons who had every confi- 
dence In the venerable president. 


Threaten the President 


An angry and excited crowd gath- 


ered In front of the bank when It 
leaked out that tho funds had been 
dissipated and clamored 
for 
their 


money. Several went to tho residence 
of President Bacon, but could not ob- 
tain admittance. Excitement was at 
a high pitch all day, and threats wero 
made that criminal action would bo 
begun against both the president and 
the cashier. 


From what can bo learned. It seems 


that the stock speculating has been 
going on for about two years, and that 
both the president and cashier were In 
the deal. 
They bought, through, a 


Chicago broker, Union Pacific stock 
outright when It was up to 112. They 
also purchased outright Alton commot 
at 41, and a large block of United 
States Biscuit. 
After two dividends 


had been received on the Biscuit stock 
they bought 100 shares of Brooklyr 
Rapid Transit on a margin basis 
When the slump came shortly after- 
ward they put up the stock they had 
purchased outright to protect the de- 
cline In Rapid Transit. 


Has Credit at Broker's. 


In the final crash the brokers dis- 


posed of all the stock to save them- 
selves from further, losses. 
In this 


deal the bank officials dropped about 
$20,000. There Is still to tho credit of 
President Bacon on the broker's books 
about $3,(500. The bank officials also 
dealt extensively In Missouri Pacific, 
Alton preferred, and other stacks. 
It 


was retried that President Bacon 
had drawn 'out of the hank on his per- 
sonal note as high as $S,000 at a tlmo, 
when there were the heaviest deal- 
Ings In stocks. 


Tho bank examiner came In unex- 


pectedly and In less than ten minutes 
arranged to have no more deposits 
received. 
It is stated that the bank

Grooming the Herd.

not hesitate to concede 
that tho 


Loulslna lottery against 
which the 


law was directed, was a misapplica- 
tion of the principle.

into believing 


what numerous and gradet prizes he 
might hope to win. 
In reality

malU were used for fraudulent pur- 
poses and personal gain was
